STATE AND FEDERAL SUPERVISION 
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RANT ALLEN states, in his life of Darwin, that great 
t. leaders possess a two-fold ancestry. They owe 

much, in one way, to their parents, their grand- 
parents and more remote progenitors from whom they 
derive the personal qualities whose special interaction 
constitutes their greatness. They owe much, in another 
way, to their moral ancestors—the thinkers and work- 
ers—who have preceded them in their own or allied fields 
of thought and action and who have made possible in 
the course of time the achievements of the hour. 

What is true of a distinguished leader holds in many 
ways for the development of a great industry, because 
its success depends on two or more factors. The first is 
found in the initiative and genius of its founder and the 
others consist of the agent, or agencies, that come to its 
relief when the enterprise has advanced as far as it is 
possible for it to go by itself. From that time on success 
depends on the united action of the initiating forces and 
those required to supplement them. 

The extensive animal husbandry in this country was 
made possible because a few wise men learned the laws 
that govern the breeding of animals and put them into 
practical operation. The expanse of territory and the 
freedom of the soil from infecting organisms enabled 
animal husbandry to develop in the beginning with little 
or no assistance. The time came, however, when the 
ravages of disease—the pestilence that walketh by night— 
made it impossible for animal owners to continue their 
industry successfully without the aid of those who could 
elucidate the nature of the diseases that were tending to 
destroy, and who could formulate methods. for their 
prevention, or the treatment of the sick. At first veteri- 
narians were required for the sporadic diseases only, but 
as the industry developed, epizootics and more chronic 
infectious diseases were introduced. It is but necessary 
to recall the successful struggle against contagious pleuro- 
pneumonia among cattle in the ’80’s, and the control of 
the successive epizootics of foot-and-mouth disease in 
later years to illustrate the significance of*the veterinary 
profession in making possible a prosperous live stock 
industry. Again, the federal, state and city veterinary 
inspectors, who safeguard the public against diseased and 
unwholesome meat and milk, are rendering daily services 
of incalculable value, not only to these industries, but 
to all consumers of animal products. 

The development of scientific veterinary medicine in 
America began with the Land Grant colleges in 1868. At 
that time animal husbandry was growing rapidly and the 
losses from disease had become alarming. Live stock 
Owners recognized the need of more knowledge of these 
maladies and a better veterinary service. So keenly was 
this need felt that it is stated, on good authority, that 
in 1868 Ezra Cornell specified that President White should 
procure in Europe a trained man to study animal diseases 





The Veterinary Situation 


An Address Delivered at the Recent Annual Meeting of the New York State Breeders’ Ass'n 
By V. A. MOORE, Dean New York State Veterinary College at Cornell University 


and to teach veterinary medicine in Cornell University, 
which was about to open. Whether advised or not, Presi- 
dent White engaged Dr. James Law, who came to America 
and at the opening of the University established a Depart- 
ment of Veterinary Medicine. With the continued growth 
of animal husbandry the demand for veterinarians in- 
creased and numerous private schools were organized to 
supply them. These institutions had neither endowment 
nor facilities for research and consequently could add 
little to the knowledge of animal diseases. Veterinary 
instruction was given in practically all of the State Agri- 
cultural and Land Grant colleges and a few of them gave 
a degree. In 1884, the Federal Bureau of Animal Indus- 
try was organized for research and to protect our live 
stock against the diseases prevalent in foreign countries. 
The Federal meat inspection was established, thereby 
opening foreign markets to American pork. The lung 
plague that had cost Great Britain and her colonies tens 
of millions of dollars, and which had gaineq entrance to 
this country, was eradicated. Thus the veterinary pro- 
fession demonstrated its value and efficiency in combating 
the diseases from without that threatened our cattle 
industry. 

As the dairy and meat industries advanced, it became 
clear that, while the epizootic diseases received most 
public attention, they are not the ones that cause the 
healiest losses to animal owners. A recent study of the 
available reports of ambulatory clinics shows that the 
services of veterinarians are wanted much more for the 
sporadic diseases and injuries than they are for the 
epizootics and more chronic specific maladies. A few 
years since, I sent a questionnaire to a large number of 
our more successful practitioners to ascertain the relation 
between the sporadic and infectious diseases as deter- 
mined by the nature of the services for which they were 
called. The replies showed that practice generally con- 
firmed the conclusion reached. from the reports of the 
clinics, namely, that the sporadic diseases disable a much 
larger number of animals than the so-called infectious 
maladies. A further study shows that the losses caused 
by death or impairment of animals are greater from any 
one of several of these diseases than they are from any 
of the chronic infecious maladies, prevalenr In this lati- 
tude. In the conservation of animal life, therefore, it is 
necessary to understand the complexity of veterinary 
service. There must be Official, sanitary and regulatory 
veterinary supervision to guard against the introduction 
of new diseases and the unnecessary spread of the more 
chronic infections already here. Also, there must be 
trained and competent practioners of veterinary medicine, 
properly distributed through the animal raising districts, 
to aid the owners in the prevention of the usual maladies 
and to treat the animals that may become affected. 

As early as 1910, there were, according to the census, 
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11,551 veterinarians in the United States, fairly well dis- 
tributed in the live stock districts. There were 199,000,- 
000 animals (horses, cattle, sheep and swine), valued at 
$5,138,000,000. There was one veterinarian for 17,240 
animals that had an estimated value of $456,000. This 
did not include poultry or pet animals. 

In 1914, the state veterinary colleges demanded 
graduation from high school as a preparation and four full 
academic years of technical training for the veterinary 
degree. The losses caused by disease called for more 
knowledge of their nature and a better understanding of 
them on the part of the practitioners. So important be- 
came better preparation that by 1918 it was recognized 
that veterinary schools could not be equipped and main- 
tained satisfactorily on the fees that students could pay. 
This placed veterinary education very largely in the state 
colleges. They were obliged to assume the responsibility 
for the solution of the educational problems, and to pro- 
vide the facilities for training adequately men to render 
efficient veterinary service in all of its branches. Those 
who took the course had to qualify in all phases of the 
profession. They could not specialize to any marked 
degree for they must go largely to their patients, and, 
further, from the very nature of the case, they must be 
prepared to diagnose and treat all affected animals within 
their reach. These men were giving years of valuable 
time and expending considerable money to prepare them- 
selves for the service they expected to render the owners 
of animals. The breeders had come for the first time to 
have available men trained in the modern phases of 
veterinary science. The standards so long sought for by 
the leaders in veterinary education were established and 
attention was being called to the diminution in the losses 
from animal diseases. 

At the close of the world war economic changes 
occurred in agriculture that affected materially the veteri- 
narian. The rapid fall in price of farm products reduced 
the value of animals and lessened the amount of veteri- 
nary service called for. The automobile had eliminated 
the driving horse from the cities, and altogether there 
was considerable unrest in the profession. The veteri- 
narians did not suffer from the unfavorable economic 
situation more than others associated with rural life. A 
condition was encountered, however, which tended to dis- 
courage the practitioners. 

The world war was made the occasion for starting 
numerous propaganda for the betterment of existing con- 
ditions. Among these, was an appropriation made by Con- 
gress for the control of bovine tuberculosis and the task 
was placed on the Bureau of Animal Industry. In the fall 
of 1917 the Bureau proposed the Accredited Herd Plan for 
the eradication of this disease from purebred herds only. 
It provided, in cooperation with the states, free testing ot 
herds by the Federal and State veterinarians and the pay- 
ment of a Federal indemnity in addition to that provided 
by the state. Although the plan contained an element 
of state veterinary medicine, it commended itself on the 
ground that the owners of purebred animals would be 
heavy losers at best and if they could be induced to eradi- 
cate the disease from their herds, which were the source 
of better animals for the improvement of all dairies, it 
would be a strong stimulus to dairymen to have sound 
animals only. It was believed further that owners of 
these herds would employ their own veterinarians to be 
with the federal or state men in making the tests. The 
plan was approved by the U. S. Live Stock Sanitary As- 
sociation and the Secretary of Agriculture and put in 
operation as quickly as possible. It was hoped that pure- 
bred herds would be cleaned up by this method. 

The Federal Bureau extended the plan very shortly 
after its adoption to all cattle. This unexpected action 
introduced a serious -factor in veterinary practice. It 
meant the introduction of salaried State and Federal men 
to take over the testing, free of charge, that was being 
done by practitioners. In this state a large number ot 
veterinarians were encouraging owners of cattle to elimi- 
nate tuberculosis. They were testing in the aggregate 
many animals annually. The veterinary college has fur- 
nished them with thousands of doses of tuberculin 
annually for many years. This work had come to con- 
stitute an appreciable part of the services they were 
rendering. Although the Accredited Herd Plan provides, 
that after herds are accredited they shall be turned back 
to the local practitioner for subsequent testing, it meant 
that for a period of from one to several years the prac- 
titioners must surrender this part of their work and the 
income from it. In some instances it meant a reduction 
of from 5% to 40% of the business. Naturally these men 
were discouraged. Many could not live on the work that 
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was left for them to do and, consequently, they were 
obliged either to move to other localities to practice or 
take up other occupations. Further they did not encour. 
age boys to enter veterinary colleges. 

The effect of the combined circumstances on veteri- 
narians is reflected best in the decrease of students. In 
1910, there were 2787 veterinary students matriculated ip 
the United States. In 1919, there were 722. This markeg 
reduction was not considered especially significant at the 
time because of the changed economic conditions. How. 
ever, in 1920, 1921 and 1922 there were further reductions, 
and this last fall, 1923, there were but 502 students en. 
rolled in all the state veterinary colleges in the country. 
This means that for the next four years, at least, there 
cannot be graduated more than 125 veterinarians annually, 
or less than three for each state. On the other hand from 
300 to 400 veterinarians are retiring for natvral causes 
each year, and further, new positions are being created. 
Cities are employing larger numbers of veterinarians for 
dairy and meat inspection; the poultry industry is attract- 
ing a few; and a considerable number are devoting their 
entire time to small animal practice. In England it is 
reported that already dogs have come to require as much 
attention from practitioners in the cities as the horses 
did prior to the age of automobiles. As the range of work 
for veterinarians is extending, the number available for 
country practice is being reduced steadily. 

It has been said that because the horse has gone, 
veterinarians are not required as much as they were 
formerly. The answer is contained in the following facts. 
The Year Book of the Department of Agriculture for 1922 
shows that there are over 18,000,000 horses in the country 
now, which is only 3,000,000 less than there were at the 
maximum production prior to the war. Further, the 
census of 1920 shows that there were 215,000,000 animals 
in the United States, which is 16,000,000 more than in 
1910. There were approximately 8,600 graduate veteri- 
narians, or approximately 3000 less than in 1910, or one 
for 24,800 animals instead of one for 17,000, as at that 
time. In New York State there is an investment of over 
$300,000,000 in live stock exclusive of poultry and pet ani- 
mals. The losses from disease are estimated conserva- 
tively at from 3 to 5%. It is believed that efficient veteri 
nary service can save fully half of this loss. There ig 
actually more work for veterinarians now than at any 
previous time, but, unfortunately, much of it is not being 
done. 

No one interested in the live stock industry, who 
appreciates what the veterinary profession means for its 
success, can view the present situation without some 
apprehension. Live stock owners cannot afford to be 
without competent practitioners or to have men of inferior 
preparation to advise them relative to the diseases of their 
animals or to treat their stock. This emphasizes the sig- 
nificance of the present situation, not only in connection 
with the live stock industry, but also the health of the 
consumers of animal products. Already the number of 
requests for veterinarians is in excess of the men to meet 
the demand. While the situation is not encouraging 
anywhere in the United States, in New York it is be- 
coming serious. 

The solution of the problem rests largely with the men 
who own the animals and the live stock sanitary author- 
ities of the state. The discouragement experienced by 
some veterinarians has come from their good clients 
being compelled to accept from others free of charge 
certain veterinary work which they had been doing pre- 
viously and, so far as they could ascertain, in a perfectly 
satisfactory manner. The outcome has been to deprive 
certain communities of general veterinary service which 
is needed now as much as ever before. I do not think this 
effect was anticipated by the authorities in the beginning. 
The Department of Farms and Markets recognizes that 
animal owners should have competent practitioners avail- 
able, and it is undertaking to overcome the difficulties by 
employing local veterinarians as much as possible for the 
sanitary work. Undoubtedly this will help to keep many 
men from leaving the profession, and encourage young 
men to attend veterinary colleges. Already in a number 
of localities the free tuberculin testing has deprived 
owners of competent veterinary service which has cost 
them heavily in times of emergency. 

Would it not be better economically and from a sani- 
tary point of view also, for the live stock owners and 
sanitary officials to agree on some procedure that will 
bring the local veterinarians in close cooperation with the 
State in the professional work in their localities, for 
which they have been properly trained, largely at state

VON PONTIAC ECHO 203055, died on his tenth birth- 
A day, December 1, 1923, after five years of service at 

the Wisconsin establishment of Carnation Stock 
Farms at Oconomowoc. It is painful to have to record 
that this wonderful breeding bull had become a non-breed- 
er and in the opinion of the best veterinary talent avail- 
able had no chance of recovery. He was, accordingly, 
sent to the butcher and being an enormous fellow, weigh- 
ing in good condition practically 3,000 lbs., he is providing 
a fine lot of steaks and pot roasts for the Carnation work- 
ing force. 

While the wonderful records that the daughters of 
Avon Pontiac Echo have made and are making served 
to emphasize the great loss to the Carnation people and 
to the industry in general, yet there is considerable con- 
solation in the thought that this famous son of May Echo 
Sylvia did not live in vain but that in his years of service 
he was able to pass on the great milking qualities of his 
distinguished ancestry. 


Probably the most sensational record made by any 
of his daughters is the one shown in the pedigree on the 
opposite page. This great heifer, whose picture fails to 
do her justice, is one of the outstanding junior four-year- 
olds of all time. Her record made with second 
calf, which was reported in a recent issue of the World, 
stands at 41.267 lbs. butter from 686.2 lbs. milk. Her 30- 
day figures just received from her owners, Serradella 
Farm, Oscoda, Mich., are 159.86 lbs. butter from 2804.6 
Ibs. milk, giving her second place in the junior four-year- 
old class in 30-day division and fourth in the 7-day di- 
vision. This record taken in connection with her junior 
two-year-old record of 27.14 lbs. butter from 543.2 Ibs. 
milk places her very close to the top for average of two 
records at the first two freshenings, her two records aver- 
aging 34.21 lbs. butter from 614.7 Ibs. milk. 

His most sensational milk producing daughter is anoth- 
er junior four-year-old, Roycroft Mildred, with 820.4 lbs. 
milk, and 34.39 Ibs. butter. The milk record was a world’s 
record when made and now stands second by a narrow

margin. Her 30-day milk record of 3351 lbs. is still the 
highest in the -world. 

During the first five years of his life, Avon Pontiac 
Echo was used in several different Canadian herds before 
he was purchased by Carnation Farms, together with a 
carload or two of his daughters. In the past five years, 
or since his purchase by Carnation, his list of tested 
daughters has increased from four to over sixty, nine of 
which have made records from 30 to 41 Ibs., all except 
one of them in heifer form, six others from 28 to 29.87 
lbs. and twenty-four others from 20 to 27 lbs. Exclusive 
of daughters not yet tested except in two-year-old form, 
practically his entire list has better than 20 lbs. butter. 
Thirteen of his daughters tested in Canada and in various 
states of the Union have made milk records from 600 to 
820 lbs., all except two of them being in heifer form. 
Sixteen others have better than 550 Ibs. milk in 7 days. 

Judged by the short test, Avon Pontiac Echo is running 
a great race with his brother, Champion Echo Sylvia Pon- 
tiac for the title “Greatest Proven Son of May Echo 
Sylvia.” He is, however, the only one of the sons of this 
great cow whose daughters have been given much of an 
opportunity on long test. Some twenty-five of his daugh- 
ters have been tested for periods from 305 days and over, 
the number including four with year records of 912 to 
1168 lbs. and seven others above 800 lbs. As milk pro- 
ducers, we find that six of them have milked from 22,000 
to 25,471 lbs., and five others from 17,799 lbs. to better 
than 20,000 lbs. 

Several splendid year records are now in progress by 
his daughters in the Carnation herd. Although the largest 
percentage of his daughters living today are owned by 
Carnation Stock Farms, great producing daughters of 
this sire may be found in the various parts of Canada 
and all over the United States. His 41-lb. daughter, as 
we have seen, is owned in Michigan, and he has a 82-lb. 
daughter in Indiana. Another daughter holds a Connecti- 
cut state championship and other good daughters may be 
found all the way from New York to Washington. He

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The Proposed Long-Time Classes 


REEDERS should study carefully the proposed classi- 
R fication of long-time record by the number of daily 

milkings, as recommended by the General Welfare 
Committee for action by the next annual convention of 
the Association. Under this plan, three general classes 
are provided which are to be known as class A, B, and C, 
and which are respectively made under four, three, and 
two milkings a day. The first sixty days of the lactation 
are allowed for milking as often as the owner desires 
up to four times daily in order to take care of any official 
7-day work desired and to cover the flush of production 
in the highest producers. After the sixtieth day, the cow 
making a record in Class C can be milked not more than 
twice daily, and a cow in Class B not more than three 
times daily. 

These proposed regulations add a three-time class to 
those already in existence and replace our present Sub- 
division B, or Dairyman’s Division, with the Class C 
record, with the difference that under the proposed plan, 
sixty days is allowed for milking more than twice a day 
instead of forty-five days under the present plan. 


Considerable difference in opinion seemed to exist as 
to the wishes of our breeders in regard to the twice- 
a-day milking class. It has now been in _ operation 
three years in our Association under the present regula- 
tions and the number of breeders that have availed 
themselves of the opportunity of making a record in the 
Sub-division is very small. Various reasons are offered 
for the apparent lack of interest in records made under 
twice-a-day milking. Some breeders maintain that the 
forty-five day period at present, allowable for milking 
more than twice daily, is too long and that the farmer- 
breeder who does his own farm work as well as the 
milking of test cows does not want to have to carry 
every cow for the first forty-five days under four-time-a- 
day milking, arguing very plausibly that with cows 
freshening at different times, the provision really means 
four-time-a-day milking during the greater part of the 
year. This class of breeders advance the opinion that 
if twice-a-day milking were required from the very start 
of the test, there would be a much greater number of 
records made in this class. They argue that breeders 
who would naturally come in the twice-a-day milking 
class with their cows feel that in order to keep with the 
others, they must give the best possible start by milking 
four times a day during the full forty-five day period 
thus and that this provision defeats the very purpose 
for which the class was originally instigated. 


On the other hand, some breeders maintain that 
the forty-five-day period is too short; that with good 
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cows the flush of production comes right around the 
forty-fifth day and that it is not expedient in handling 
good cows to drop them so early to twice-a-day milking; 
that such a plan not only holds possibilities of danger 
to the cow but is also much more serious handicap 
to a creditable record than would be the case with the 
period extended to sixty days or even longer. 

These conflicting views found expression in the meet- 
ing of the General Welfare Committee at Cleveland when 
this subject of classification of records by number of 
daily milkings was under discussion. The matter was 
put to a vote and there was found to be an exactly even 
division of the Committee in favor of the forty-five-day 
period on the one hand and the sixty-day period on the 
other during which cows in Class C should be milked 
more than twice daily. The Chairman cast a vote in 
favor of recommending the sixty-day period, explaining 
his vote as representing Minnesota’s wishes on the gsub- 
ject. The sixty-day period, therefore, will appear in the 
recommendations of the Committee to be submitted to 
the Richmond convention. 

This matter of classification of records is one that 
concerns every breeder and this subject, therefore, 
should receive the fullest consideration and discussion 
before the June convention. Breeders’ clubs during the 
coming months might well make it the subject for round 
table discussion among members and we would like very 
much to have breeders express their views on it through 
the columns of this publication. That, we feel, is one 
of the important missions of a publication like the World 
to provide a forum through which the views of breeders 
upon subjects of interest can be made known generally 
to other breeders. 

We should, accordingly, like to see a very full expres- 
sion by the breeders, first as to what they think of the 
practical value of records made under the new Class C 
regulations, in connection with other classes for four- 
time and three-time-a-day milking, and also as to whether 
they would prefer an allowance of forty-five days or 
sixty days or a longer or a shorter period during which 
cows may he milked oftener than twice-a-day and still 
be considered as having made a dairyman’s record. It 
is confusing and in many ways undesirable to change 
the regulations governing the different classes and it 
is especially important, therefore, when this division is 
being made to see to it that it represents as closely as 
possible the wishes of the breeders themselves and that 
it is so designed as to be of the greatest possible benefit 
and value to the individual breeder and to the breed. 
Let us have your views for early publication. 


We Apologize, Dr. Peasley 


N apology is evidently due Dr. A. A. Peasley for 
A the publication of his name among those joining 

with George E. Stevenson in his application to have 
the delegate system and the elections held under that 
system declared illegal, irregular, null and void. Details 
of this latest attack on our Association appeared on page 
20 of the January 19 issue. We are now advised that 
Dr. Peasley never authorized the use of his name in any 
such connection. Frederick M. Peasley, one of the di- 
rectors of the Association, wired us under date of January 
18 as follows: “My brother’s name in Stevenson suit 
not authorized.” Judge Peasley now submits a letter 
from his brother, dated January 16, which is somewhat 
illuminating as to the methods employed in making it 
appear that there is general demand among members 
for legal action of this sort. We quote Dr. Peasley’s 
letter to his brother: 

“I was as much surprised as you to know that my 
name had been used. The only thing that I know 
about it is that Mr. F. G. Johnston asked me over the 
*’phone if I wanted to help get the Association’s busi- 
ness in better shape. 

“T evidetnly told thhim, ‘Yes,’ at that time, not 
knowing that my name was to be used in any such 
manner as I understand it has been as plaintiff in 
any suit. 

“As far as matters pertaining to the Association, 
you well know that I stand right with you and not 
against, as appears in this particular case. 

“T feel that I have been imposed on and if you will 
name the court and place of this injunction, I will 
send a telegram and have my name stricken from 
among the plaintiffs.” 

(Signed) A. A. Peasiley. 
The method used in this instance lead us to wonder 
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just how many of the twenty names given in the Steven- 
son application were actually authorized for the purpose 
for which they were used. We believe that members very 
generally approve of our present delegate system of rep- 
resentative government in the Holstein-Friesian Associa- 
tion of America and in no sense share the sentiment 
expressed in the Stevenson attack. 

If there are any others among those whose names 
appear as plaintiffs in this suit who have been imposed 
upon in the same manner as Dr. Peasley, we shall be 
pleased to help square them with their fellow breeders 
by publication of a proper correction.

It is evident from 
the foregoing that there is plenty of production in every 
line of the pedigree of Sparrow Hawk Johanna and she 
is in every way worthy of the honor she has won as a 
producer. She is one of the valued members Of the herd 
at Berks Farm, owned by Abner S. Deysher, Reading, 
Pennsylvania. 


Advertising Gets Results 


An Editorial by L. L. OLDHAM 
DVERTISING Gets Results is an old, old expression 
most often quoted by those who have space to sell. 
Yet it is a proven fact and attested to by those in 

position to know by virtue of having tried and never 
having been denied results. One of the most conspicuous 
examples of advertising getting results that has come to 
my attention is evidenced in a consideration of the recent 
dispersal sale of the W. C. Leitsch Estate at Columbus, 
Wisconsin. 

In the issue of December 15th on page 38 of the Hol- 
stein-Friesian World appears an advertisement which was 
inserted by Frank H. Everson, manager of the sale. This 
advertisement called attention to the fact that the Magis- 
trate, a .1300-lb. service bull by King Segis Pontiac 
Konigen and out of Dutchland Colantha Denver was for 
sale. Approximately three hundred letters were received 
in answer to this insertion. Prospective purchases came 
from afar and journeyed to Columbus to see him. At the 
farm they also saw the herd which was dispersed January 
9th. Obviously the sane man will understand that adver- 
tising can only locate the prospects and build a mailing 
list and that salesmanship must do the rest in correspond- 
ence or personal contact and that the proper follow-up 
must be pursued. As a direct result of this advertisement 
in the Holstein-Friesian World, the Magistrate was sold to 
the Serradella Farms’of Oscoda, Michigan. Mr. Albert E. 
Jenkins came to the farm, saw him and purchased hin: 
and several of his daughters. The whole lot will be a 
splendid addition to a neighboring state’s Holstein-Frie- 
sians and especially to a breeding establishment that has 
recently come into the limelight by making a 41.20 Ib. 
butter record with 686.2 lbs. of milk in 7 days on a 4-year- 
old daughter of Avon Pontiac Echo. Incidentally we 
might add that in our opinion Michigan is fortunate in 
having Mr. Jenkins in charge of Serradella Farms, for he 
is one of the best posted cattle men that has come to 
Wisconsin in many moons. It is not my intention to boost 
the worth of the World as an advertising medium in dis- 
crimination of other breed publications. The same results 
might have accrued had the advertising been inserted in 
some other paper, but facts are facts and that’s that. 

Again advertising paid in connection with the dis- 
persal sale of the Leitsch Estate on January 9th. Adver- 
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tisements were run in all the state papers, in the dairy 
journals and in the breed press. Just which, if any one 
publication is responsible more than another for the 
success of the sale is an open question. I am inclined 
to the thought that all helped a little and in the words of 
the saying “every little bit added to what you have makes 
just a little bit more” and in this case the little bit more 
is an aggregate tremendous lot. The result is the meat 
of the argument and the Leitsch Dispersal is voted by 
many as one of the best sales in Wisconsin in some time. 
In this connection it must be remembered that the death 
of W. C. Leitsch occurred at a time when the herd 
interests demanded a junior herd sire and six months and 
more passed before the administrators came to a decision 
as to what to do. The daughters of the Magistrate, 
eighteen in number of the thirty-nine head sold should 
have been bred and well along in calf at sale time. As it 
was they were only recently bred and this fact cut down 
their selling price at least fifty per cent. 

As it was the sale totalled $10,065 for 39 head making 
an average of $258.00. Six young bulls averaged $230, 
13 heifers under two years of age averaged $135, 19 cows 
marked $253 each with the top at $540 and several others 
close to the $500 figure. A wonderful lot of breeding was 
represented in the animals sold and this information 
publicly announced through the medium of advertising 
attracted the buyers who came from many points in Wis- 
consin and from a number of states in the middlewest. 

There is no argument about advertising. Big business 
recognizes this fact. Show me an article no matter how 
big or how small whose maker has told the world about 
it without success and I’ll produce the white blackbird. 
On the other hand I can point out innumerable cases of 
failure due to lack of advertising. 

Someone says, perhaps it was Aesop, it used to be 
that the world would beat a path to the doorstep of the 
makers of the best mouse trap even though he lived in a 
wilderness but now the world takes the path of least 
resistance and follows the crowd where it is led through 
judicuous use of printers ink, and this to my way of think- 
ing sums up the situation. Advertising pays and if you 
would sell you must advertise. I could point to other cases 
in Wisconsin. Take the Wachsmuth Sale for example— 
would buyers have been there from four states other 
than Wisconsin if they had failed to let Will Baird tell 
the public about their offering? You know the answer as 


well as I do. Advertise. It pays.

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THE STORY OF MY CALF 


Last November I decided I would 
join the calf club so I bought a little 
calf at the Holstein-Friesian sale.

When I decided to send her to the 
fair I tried to train her to lead and 
stand properly but didn’t succeed 
very well. 

I carried her to our various fairs 
but she did not take any prizes 
there. I then carried her to the State 
fair and she won first and champion 
in the calf club work and second in 
the state in the open class. She won 
a total of $50.00 in prizes during the 
year. 

I am very proud of her and hope to 
keep her growing nicely. My sister 
and I raised our calves together and 
they are about the same size and 
age. It is quite strange that they 
both should have won the same 


amount of money at two different 
fairs. 

My calf’s name is Segis Sadie Vale 
of Lovingstone, number 838448 H. F. 
H. B., but I call her Skeexix.

It is further resolved and recom- 
mended by the members in conven- 
tion assembled here today, that the 
calf club and Cow Testing Associa- 
tion projects receive the very best 
support from all Holstein breeders, 
and that the three extension projects 
as above mentioned be placed at the 
head of our program, of work for the 
year 1924 as the three most import- 
ant projects for the extension and de- 
velopment of the Holstein breed in 
the state of Minnesota. 

Be is resolved that the Board of Di- 
rectors be empowered to appoint an 
official representative to represent 
each county in the state to assist in 
carrying on various lines of Holstein 
extension projects in counties that 
are cooperating with the State and 
National Associations. The _ repre- 
sentatives to be appointed on recom- 
mendation of the Secretary and 
Manager. 

We, the Minnesota Halstein breed- 
ers, in convention assembled at the 
University Farm, January 9th, as in- 
dividuals but not as an organization, 
do respectfully petition for the im- 
mediate passage of House Resolution 
No. 4159 and Senate Bill No. 1597.

LEAGUE ANNOUNCES DECEMBER 
POOL PRICE 


Farmers belonging to the Dairy- 
men’s League Cooperative Associa- 
tion, Inc., will receive a net pool price 
of $2.15 per 100 lbs. for their Decem- 
ber milk, according to announcement 
made by the association. The gross 
pool price for December is announced 
as $2.23. A deduction of 8 cents for 
expenses makes the net pool price 
$2.15. Five cents of this is reserved 
for certificates of indebtedness. 
These figures are for 100 lbs. of 3 
percent milk at the 200-210 mile zone. 

According to the officials of the as- 
sociation, this price is lower than the 
November price and lower than the 
December price a year ago because 
of the demoralized condition of the 
fluid milk market brought about in 
November by the price cutting policy 
of the Sheffield Farms Company and 
other dealers who buy from unorgan- 
ized farmers outside the association.

These officials further claim that the 
December pool price would have been 
considerably less than this had the 
association not reduced its Class 1 or 
fluid price and thus held its fiviq 
markets against the inroads of unor. 
ganized milk. In this way the League 
dairymen have not only held their 
fluid market but have increased their 
fluid sales to some extent. 


The League farmer has not felt the 
effect of this demoralization in the 
fluid market so directly as the non- 
league farmer because the markets 
for the League’s manufactured prod- 
ucts have remained undisturbed. The 
classification plan of selling milk 
which the League follows; that is, the 
plan of selling milk at prices which 
vary according to the uses to which 
the milk is put has enabled the pool- 
ing association to meet the unusual 
situation promptly and_ effectively. 
League officers put the blame for the 
present unsatisfactory conditions in 
the fluid milk market squarely up to 
the group of non-cooperating dealers 
and producers, led by the Sheffield 
Farms Company. They maintain that 
there has been no reason at any time 
within the last two or three months, 
either from the standpoint of cost of 
production or from the standpoint of 
the ccensumer, for a reduction in the 
price of fluid milk, and that all pro- 
ducers would be receiving much bet- 
ter prices had there been better co- 
operation.

In the North- 
east, Serradella Farms, developers of 
the recently 41-lb. second calf ‘junior 
four-year-old. Around Lansing, the 
Black’s, and the Box boys. In the 
Howell district, many of Michigan’s 
oldest and most substantial breeders, 
also the recently formed Livingston 
County Bull Association with a 1300- 
lb. bull as a central sire and four oth- 
er bulls of similar breeding heading 
the various blocks. While in every 
section of the state—North, South, 
East and West, including the Upper 
Peninsula—we find the Michigan 
State Institutions, a more detailed ac. 
count of which will be given in a 
later issue of the World. 

The first official testing anywhere 
in the country was done in the herd 
of Michigan Agricultural College and 
the Michigan cow, Rosa Bonheur 5th, 
was for a long time world’s champion 
milk producer. Other Michigan Hol- 
steins have held world’s records al- 
most continuously since that time. 

Within the last few years, many 
Michigan Holsteins have made out- 
standing records. It was not long ago 
that Kolrain Marion, owned by Loeb 
Farms, became the largest milk rec- 
ord COw east of the Rocky Mountains 
At the other end of the state in the 
Battle Creek Sanatorium, Maple Crest 
Korndyke Hengerveld, the herd sire, 
recently became the only living Cen- 
tury sire. Journeying northward 
again and towards the Eastern bor- 
der, we find the 41-lb. junior four- 
year-old, Eco-Sylv Belle Pietje, whose 
accomplishments are presented in 
greater detail elsewhere in this issue. 

One of Michigan’s outstanding cows 
is Traverse Colantha Walker, bred, 
developed and owned by the Traverse 
City State Hospital. This great cow 
in her first four lactation periods as a 
two-year-old, a three-year-old, a four- 
year-old and a five-year-old, made four 
305-day records, breaking the state 
record in each instance, her two- 
year-old record standing as a world’s 
record. She is the only cow in the 
world of any breeding with three 305- 
day records all in heifer form and all 
above 900 lIbs., and she also has a 
fourth 305-day record above 1000 lbs. 
made at maturity. She also holds 
two state records in the 7-day division 
and two in the 30-day division. 

In another state institution, the 
Pontiac State Hospital, is Pontiac 
Irene, world’s champion senior two- 
year-old for year’s butter production 
with 1102.69 lbs. butter. The first 
senior three-year-old to produce over 
900 lbs. butterfat was Duchess Heng- 
erveld Korndyke, who held the 
world’s record in this class for three 
or four years. 

Holsteins breeders of Michigan 
have put on a good Holstein show at 
their state fair every year for a good 
many years, as well as good shows 
at the West Michigan Fair at Grand 
Rapids and many other local fairs. 
The names of “Jake” Eager, John

expense? It would mean federal and state supervision of 


sanitary and control work, and it would give animal own- 
érs competent veterinary service. ‘This would not inter- 
fere with the assistance that is being given by the federal 
and state governments to the work in which they are 
interested and for which they are contributing so gener- 
ously by way of indemnities at the present time. 

Is it not worth while for every owner of valuable ani- 
mals to have a competent veterinarian within reach for 
the treatment of acute troubles and other emergencies? 
Is not the loss of a valuable cow and her calf in dystocia 
more than should be exchanged for a free tuberculin 
test? It is well to consider that the operation of the 
Accredited Herd Plan does not afford any assistance 
after the herd is accredited, which is the time the owner 
will profit by it? From then the owner must assume all 
responsibility for keeping his herd clean. Will he not 
want within easy reach veterinarians to advise him on a 
multitude of questions that will arise and that must be 
answered accurately and promptly if success prevails? 
Further they will be needed to do subsequent testing. The 
initial test and slaughter of reacting cattle is but the first 
step in obtaining and maintaining sound herds, and it is 
the only part of the plan in which the Federal and State 
governments give assistance. To make the effort worth 
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while, the herds must be retested and maintained free 
disease, and if this is done there must be a sufficient 
number of competent veterinarians. The high purpose o 
tuberculosis eradication is to enable the breeders to nde 
the reward in operating sound herds and in creatin “ 
bettet market for their cattle and their products. Twelve 
of ‘our: states are supporting veterinary colleges- for the 
purpose of providing properly trained men for assisting 
breeders in all matters pertaining to animal diseases They 
are the only colleges that have curricula containing the 
necessary combination of sciences to prepare men for this 
important work. There is no substitution for the veterj- 
narian. 

I have made bold to bring this matter to your attention 
because of its vital significance to the live stock industry 
of this and other states. Experienced and competent 
veterinarians are not made in a hurry. The menace of 
state medicine has had the effect of reducing the number 
of students to a minimum, and of influencing many wel 
trained practitioners to give up their profession. It is 
unfortunate, of course, for them to find it necessary to 
leave the profession of their choice, but they are weil 
trained men and they are succeeding in other work; put 
the communities they served professionally are waiting 
anxiously for veterinarians to take their place. But where 
are they coming from? 

The situation as set forth is incident to the readjust. 
ment after the war. If it is recognized, it can be remedied 
If it is ignored it will be but a few years before quacks 
and charlatans will be in command. I have faith to be. 
lieve that live stock owners will not permit such a catag- 
trophe to overtake their industry.

Michigan claims the honor of being 
the first state to organize a cow test- 
ing association. This association, or- 
ganized in Newago County in 1905, is 
still operating and the average pro- 


duction has been increased from 5,354 
lbs. milk per cow in 1906 to 7,112 Ibs. 
in 1922 and the butterfat production 
has also been materially increased. 
We are told that in October 1923, 
Michigan ranked second as a cow 
testing association state with sixty- 
two such associations containing ap- 
proximately 20,000 cows.

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active in this work, one purebred Hol- 
stein having a cow testing association 
record of 26,330 lbs. milk containing 
1233.25 lbs. butter in a year. 
Michigan is also one of the leading 
states in tuberculosis eradication 
work, taking up the accredited herd 
plan as soon as it was started any- 
where. Area work was started in 
Livingston County, the leading Hol- 
stein county in the state. February 
1, 1921 and on September 1, 1923, 
thirty-six counties in Michigan had 
adopted the area plan. Of this num- 
ber, four are now modified accredited 
areas, two have been tested twice 
over, six have finished the first test, 
and four are well along toward the 
completion of the first test, with the 
balance on the waiting list. We are 
told that on August 1, 1923, sixty-six 
of the fully accredited herds in the 
state were purebred Holstein herds 
and a very large percentage of the 
entire number of such herds under 
supervision have passed a clean test. 
Michigan has long been prominent 
in the organization of the National 
Holstein Association. For years, D. 
D. Aitken, of Flint, served as presi- 
dent of the National Association and 
as Director of Extension, doing 4 
great deal of work for the breed and 
for the dairy industry in general 
which is recognized the world over. 
Michigan was one of the first states 
to organize a state association with a 
paid secretary, H. W. Norton, Jr., who 
had been president of the state club 
and serving as the first paid secre 
tary.

THE NEW YORK STATE SALE 


The fourth annual sale of the New York Holstein Breeders’ Association 
was held in the new coliseum at the New York State Fair Grounds, January 
10 and 11. One hundred twenty-two head brought a total of $19,475 or an 
average price of $141. This included fourteen males that averaged $153; 
ninety-nine females over two years old averaged over $166; nine females under 
two years old averaged over $106; twenty-three A. R. O. cows averaged $243. 
But for the fact that a number of poorly fitted animals were included among 
the number, the average would have been much higher as good individual stuff 
brought good prices. 

C. J. Worbass, of Syracuse bought the two highest priced animals for 
his herd which he is building up on his farm near Brewerton, New York. 
These two top cows were a. 33-lb. junior four-year-old from the Hall Farm 
consignment at $530 and a 25-lb. four-year-old daughter of King Korndyke 
Sadie Vale from the Robens consignment at $400. In all, Mr. Worbass took 
five head for a total of $1,690. Another good buyer was Syracuse University, 
which took two of the $300 animals, as well as several other good ones. The 
Dinsmore Estate of Staatsburg took a carload of other good ones. This buyer 
was one of several good buyers from Dutchess County and other Eastern New 
York counties.

COW NEEDS WATER

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jesting, but now it seems milk and 
water should not be so widely 4di- 
vorced after all. The thing to remem- 
ber, though, is that the water should 
play its part with the cow before she 
produces and not after the milk is in 
the pail! 

“Cows require four pounds of water 
for every pound of milk they pro- 
duce,” says Prof. Earl Weaver, head 
of the dairy husbandry department 
at Iowa State College, “and when the 
amount of water is limited, you can 
expect a decrease in the milk flow. 

“Water should have tie chill taken 
off for dairy cows. A. temperature 
around 55 degrees is considered all 
right. Cows should not be turned out 
to exposed tanks when the water is 
covered with ice. It is not considered 
good dairy herd management. In the 
first place, a cow will not drink her 
fill when the water is cold. Secondly, 
the cold winter air and blizzards chill 
cows until they will not stay at a tank 
long enough to drink. Thirdly, when 
the cows do drink, a certain and defi- 
nite quantity of feed is required for 
no other purpose than to warm up the 
cold water taken into the stomach. 
This feed would normally go to the 
production of milk if warmer water 
had been drunk. 

“A water tank for dairy cows 
should be in a well protected corner 
where the winter winds will not hin- 
der the economical production of 
milk. Tank heaters are to the dairy 
cow what our furnaces in our homes 
are to us.” 





JUNIOR THREE - YEAR-OLDS 
BREAKING 305-DAY RECORDS 


Unusual activity is reported in the 
junior three-year-old class of the 305- 
day division, three different heifers 
in that class having recently pro- 
duced in excess of the present world’s 
record and all three due to qualify 
just about the same time. We have 
already commented in previous issues 
on the record of Bell Farm Bakker, 
whose figures are given as 893.6 Ibs. 
butter, 20,300 Ibs. milk. As she is 
due to qualify on January 27, if she 
drops a living calf, she will displace 
the recently crowned champion of 
this class, Lyons Sarcastic Korndyke, 
owned by Berks Farm, whose figures 
are 878.06 lbs. 

It may be, however, that Bell Farm 
Bakker will not qualify in time to be 
acclaimed world’s champion, as Star 
Segis Pontiac Superior, owned by the 
Minnesota Holstein Company has 
slightly exceeded her figures for but- 
ter and is likely to qualify just a few 
days sooner. The Minnesota heifer 
has 905 lbs. butter from 19,600 Ibs. 
milk and she is expected to qualify 
January 20. 

The third and best record in this 
class is that of Onyx Lilith, owned 
by Maaikenshof, Bedford Hills, New 
York, whose figures are 909.39 Ibs. 
butter from 21,387.2 Ibs. milk. She 
is expected to qualify with several 
days margin, which will give her the 
world’s championship over all. the 
others. If by any chance, she should 
qualify before either of the others, 
she would take the world’s champion- 
ship and the other two would not 
have that honor, even for a few days. 

It is interesting to note that all 
three of these heifers have won hon- 
ors in the show ring. Onyx Lilith, 











who has developed into a wonderful 
young cow, has not been exhibited 
since her yearling form when she 
won second at the New York State 
Fair. The Minnesota heifer was the 
first prize four-year-old at the Nation- 
al Dairy Show this past fall; also 
first prize Advanced Registry cow 
with two of her progeny. The Bell 
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heifer was first prize three-year-old 
at the National Dairy Show and a 
member of the first prize Get of Sire. 
These three heifers are all splendid 
examples in support of the claim that 
the True Type cow is a real produ- 
cer. More complete details of these 
records will appear in an early issue 
of the World.

Three national Holstein miik rec- 
ords were broken recently by two 
cows, one of which also established a 
new high record for the United 
States for the production of butterfat 
in ten months’ according to the 
advanced registry department of 
The Holstein-Friesian Association of 
America. Thirty-four new _ state 
champions are also announced. 

Adirondac Wietske Dairy Maid now 
is the highest producing cow of the 
nation for the production of both 
milk and butterfat in ten months Her 
record is 27,577.3 pounds milk and 
872.12 pounds’ butterfat—equal to 
1,090.1 pounds butter. She is ten 
years of age and owned by the Bridg- 
ford Holstein Company at Patterson, 
California.

‘IMPROVEMENT METHOD 





Plan Devised to Help Farmers Who 


Can’t Join More Elaborate Test- 
ing Association 


For dairy farmers who find it im- 
possible to become members of a 
dairy improvement association, the 
dairy improvement club seems likely 
to offer an effective means of im- 
proving their herds and learning 


better dairying methods. 


For the dairymen who have less 
than 10 cows, the expense of member- 
ship in the improvement association 
is rather high on account of the cost 
of maintaining the tester who is em- 


ployed by the association. 


In the dairy improvement club, the 


farmer keeps his own records and 


HOLSTEIN-FRIESIAN WORLD 


takes his own samples, which he 
sends to some central point to be 
tested for butterfat. 

During the year, club meetings are 
held for discussion of the herd rec- 
ords, feeding methods, and similar 
problems. At these meetings records 
are frequently displayed on a black- 
board and the discussions led by a 
representative from the state coliege. 

One of the first of these clubs 
formed in New York State was in 
Gardiner, Ulster County, where it 
was organized in September, 1922. 

Some of the members find that 
they prefer the club plan to that of 
the association. As one club mem- 
ber expressed it: 

“Any dairyman who will not weigh 
the milk at least twice a month and 
take samples bi-monthly would also

“I love living in the country,” said 
a man who owes a lot of money in 
the Broadway district. “I love to 
walk along the country roads. You 
know you can’t owe money to a cow.” 
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(Ed.’s Note)—No, but its worse yet 
to owe for one. aie 
Albert Edward Wiggam, writing in 
“Strength,” says: “Some have claim- 
ed that nations go through a period of 
outh and vigor, followed by a long 
eriod of maturity; that then old age 
and senility set in and finally death 
follows. But at last biologists have 
come forward with evidence in favor 
of a new explanation. Let us sup- 
pose that a farmer has two bushels of 
potatoes of equal size, ‘vigor, and 
freedom from disease. He plants one 
pushel in rich mellow soil, and other 
in hard, sterile soil. Beyond question 
the first season those in rich soil will 
yield both more potatoes and larger 
potatoes. The results are so unmis- 
table and so immediate that he fails 
to enquire what goes on inside the 
potatoes themselves. The next sea- 
gon he plants all of these raised in 
rich soil in the same sort of ground 
and those from poor soil he plants 
again in poor soil. At the end of a 
few seasons he begins to suspect that 
something is going wrong with his 
stocks: He finds among the seeds 
from the rich soil that there is an 
enormous number of little potatoes. 
The average size is also greatly re- 
duced. He also finds dry rot, although 
the ones from the poor soil seem un- 
affected. He concludes that his soil 
must be deteriorating, and that he 
has not expended enough time and 
energy in cultivation. The farmer, 
therefore, buys expensive fertilizers 
and redoubles his effort at cultiva- 
tion. He observes that those grown 
in poor soil remain small, but they 
are unaffected by disease and still 
seem vigorous. His fertilizers seem 
only to promote disease in his rich- 
soil potatoes and to increase the num- 
ber of small and puny ones. Next, 
he plants a large sample of his rich 
soil potatoes in the poor soil, and 
transfers those of the poor soil to 
the rich and stimulating environ- 
ment. To his amazement the whole 
picture is instantly reversed. The 
potatoes from the poor soil leap up in 
all their original vigor and even ex- 
ceed his original planting of years 
ago. They are all healthy and of 
great size, while, on the other hand, 
those taken from the comfortable en- 
vironment and put into the hard, for- 
bidding soil scarcely survive at all. 
At last there dawns upon his mind 
by this expensive experience a new 
experiment. From the new lot, grown 
in rich soil, he selects only the finest, 
healthiest and largest specimens for 
seed, and uses the balance for mar- 
ket, or food. The next season he tries 
his selected seed in his most luxur- 
ious soil and gives them every pos- 
sible care and nourishment. When 
the harvest comes he finds himself 
richly rewarded for his use of intelli- 
gence. Now in breeding qualities, 
men and potatoes are exactly alike. 
Human beings in a state of savagery 
are in the same situation as the pota- 
toes planted in hard, sterile soil. Each 
has to make a fight for its life. The 
weaklings, either men or potatoes, 
hever get above the ground or if they 
do, they are promptly killed off. But 
in the good soil all sorts of potatoes 
—and men—survive, and they also 
rear offspring. The strong are in 
time crossed with the weak. Thus 
weakness is spread. Feebleness and 
disease perpetuate themselves.”
